“Somebody’s making real money 
bootlegging raw gasoline from Tur¬ 
ner Valley to Saskatchewan." This 
comment was made by a Turner-¥ftl- 
ley operator recently.

“When you can buy at 11 
cents a gallon at the well-head you 
can ship pretty far and make a hand¬ 
some profit when your competion is 
30 and 35 cent stuff.” 

It is explained that farmers are 
given a four-cent rebate on gasoline 
declared to be for tractor fuel pur¬ 
poses. Thus 15 cents is paid at the 
well and four-cent returned by the 
provincial government. 

The suggestion that the Saskatche¬ 
wan government plans to investigate 
the “bootlegging” into- that province 
is thought to be based on suspected 
evasion of gasoline tax. 

“There are plenty of automobiles 
using the raw gasoline from the 
well,” the press was told, "and no

This is the sec¬ 
ond largest decrease among the lead¬ 
ing nations, United States being first 
with a drop of 16.6 per cent Ger¬ 
many ranks third with 12.9 per cent., 
Great Britain fourth with 9.6 per cent 
and France fifth with 8.9. n Canada 
the chiem factor in the ruced cost of 
living has been the fall in the retail 
price of food 33.2 per cent.

Salary cuts to Federal and Provincial servants do not 
impress the average taxpayer as being too drastic. It is 
disturbing to everyone to learn that staffs are being re¬ 
duced and employees discharged, because that in many in¬ 
stances would lead to real privation. But with the value 
of skilled or unskilled human service falling ever lower, 
the man who has merely to manage on a reduced salary, 
is in an infinitely happy position compared with the man, 
perhaps quite as worthy, who is turned off with no salary. 

The reductions in salaries at the Dominion and Provin¬ 
cial capitals wall mean a restriction in living. It may 
mean a new smplicity and less social rivalry. It may 
mean fewer Easter frocks, less expensive entertainment, 
more quiet evenings.' But it will mean no actual hardship. 
There are few business, or professional or agricultural 
men in the country who have not had their incomes reduc¬ 
ed from 20 to 5tTper cent., and as these are the taxpayers 
who are providing the civil service incomes, it seems only 
right that all should suffer reduction together. 

There is no doubt, a loyal acceptance of the salary cut, 
amongst all connected with the government. They should 
realize and no doubt do realize, more clearly- than the av¬ 
erage citizen, the great need for retrenchment, 
all sorts. Obligations and paternalistic schemes have 
been undertaken, which cannot be repudiated. But certain¬ 
ly nothing further should be asked of any government. 

Tlie experience through which the country has passed 
has taught that not only individuals, but governments also 
must live within their means. The country's business is 
large is also clear. There must be cessation of appeals 
for new facilities, new public buildings, new services. In 
the last few years millions have been spent on highways, 
wharfs, buildings, breakwaters, public improvements of 

But in this retrenchment, the duty of the country at 
every man’s business, and what is spent by the govern¬ 
ment, must be paid for by the people. 


Several million dollars have been expended now on di¬ 
rect relief. Recipients of national care have been kept 
alive, by the direct method, but they have slumped ever 
lower in lethargy and hoplelessness. The millions are 
gone, without any visible beneficial result, except the con -1 
tinuance of existence. It.sepms likely that more millions 
will have to go tne same way. 

The question is asked: “What is going to happen when 
the taxpayers who are providing funds for relief, are un¬ 
able to pay their taxes?” That is a prospect not alto¬ 
gether remote. The millions already spent, have brought 
the country not one step near the absorption of the unem¬ 
ployed. The situation is as chaotic and planless as it was 
18 months ago. 

Qne experiment which may or may not have merit, has 
been frequently suggested, but has apparently received 
little consideration. This is the community farm princi¬ 
ple, by which families settled in groups on the land might 
maintain existence. No one could argue that they would 
make money at present prices, but they could in commun¬ 
ity life, grow the necessities that would keep them alive. 
Such an experiment would mean humble housing, only the 
most necessary farm requirements to be used on commun¬ 
ity basis. But it would be interesting to estimate costs 
and learn whether or not one hundred people could not be 
established in a communal land scheme, at less than it 
costs to provide direct relief for them or provide unnees- 
sary public works to keep them working. And ultimately 
the country as a whole would be better, off. As times 
grew better and other occupations opened up, a propor¬ 
tion of the community would return to their original cal¬ 
lings. But a proportion would remain established in farm¬ 
ing and able to take up theburden of taxpaying. 

It is quite possible that those at the head of affairs 
have considered this as well as similar schemes. They 
may have found it impracticable and altogether too costly. 

The public however sees the millions of taxes oozing

At various ratepayers’ meetings throughout the munici¬ 
palities o! the province, questions have risen regarding 
the remuneration to which Councillors were entitled for 
their services. \ . 

The Municipal District Act was amended in 1930, and 
Section 61 of this Act which deals with remuneration now 
reads as follows: “The Council may pass a resolution for 
paying the members thereof a sum not exceeding five dol¬ 
lars per diem for each councillor for each meeting, etc ” 


According to the Act of 1929, the clause read: “The 
council may pass resolution for paying the members a 
sum not exceeding $6 per diem for the reeve and $4 for 
each councillor for each meeting.” 

There have been lively tilts at some ratepayers’ meet¬ 
ings because the ratepayers did not know of the 1930 
amendment, and considered that councillors were over¬ 
paying themselves. As a matter of fact many councils 
in recognition of financial conditions have gone back to 
the $4 per diem scale voluntarily. 

Another matter that has concerned many ratepayers has 
been the question of weed inspectors. According to the 
Act if the council fails to appoint a weed inspector, the 
Provincial Government will appoint one or more, chiH^ing 
the bill to the municipality. 

Open discussion and active interest at ratepayers’ meet¬ 
ings is a fine indication of general alertness. Fair criti¬ 
cism is to be commended, but before criticism is offered, 
the critic should inform himself thoroughly on the duties 
of the councillors under the most recently amended muni¬ 
cipal Districts’ Act. 

There is no doubt that councillors have many duties 
and a study of the Act would give all ratepayers a keen¬ 
er appreciation of the responsibilities of -these public ser¬ 
vants.

SINO-JAPANESE ROW

Viewing the Chinese-Japanese trouble from a comfort-' 
able distance, there seems to be quite a division of sym¬ 
pathy. The Vegreville Observer gives his viewpoint which 
we quote in part:' “It is well known that Chiba is one of 
the most provoking nations on earth. A country Overpop¬ 
ulated, under-nourished, beset with bandits, despoiled by 
roving “armies” under self-appointed generals, ruled by 
robber mandarins, poor China is damned within and with¬ 
out. If any country ever needed the strong hand of au¬ 
thority, justly wielded, it is China. 

“In contradistinction to her thickly populatedsouth 
part, her province of Manchuria is open for/the settle¬ 
ment of millions. It is on the possession ,Joi Manchuria 
that Japan’s heart is set. 

“The Japanese empire proper is in size l^ss than three- 
fifths the size of Alberta, with a population of 60,000,000 
Japan has been looking for years for an outlet for sur¬ 
plus population. This has been denied in Canada, in Un¬ 
ited States, in Australia. Japan can look only to Man¬ 
churia. Into this province she has poured men arid mon¬ 
ey, and has today almost complete control of the indus¬ 
trial, financial and commercial interests there. Now she 
desires political control, meaning outright annexation. 

“Perhaps Japan's methods are open to question but her 
motives are quite understandable. Her methods, too, are 
no worse than some that have been taken by Great Bri¬ 
tain, or even the United States in past years. The ‘hor¬ 
rors’ of war, which we all deplore have been indulged in 
by all civilized nations and we doubt if Japan can either 
improve upon or make them more disastrous. 

“The League of Nations, having no police authority, can 
do nothing but write letters. The United States and 
Great Britain can stop the war., but why should they? 
The United .States has no interests in China /{hat would 
not be amply protected by the Japanese; neither has 
Great Britain. It would be a particularly ungracious act 
for Great Britain to interfere with Japan, for Japan is 
only repeating what Great Britain did herself iji India, 
South Africa, Egypt and all other parts of the world, 
where the sun never sets on the British flag, our pride and 
boast. Then, up until recent years, Japan and Great Bri¬ 
tain had an offensive and defensive alliance, to which Ja¬ 
pan adhered scrupulously. To our mindo, the British will 
be well advised to keep their noses out of this trouble 
just as as long as they possibly can. Surely a China sub¬ 
jugated and under the firm rule of the Japanese is prefer¬ 
able to the China of today, tom by dissensions and a stand 
ing menace to the peace of the world.” 


THE DOCTOR'S BILL 


An eastern exchange refers to the present difficulties of 
the medical profession as follows: 

“The medical profession is suffering more than any 
other profession in the present depression. Doctors in 
the rural districts are particularly hard hit. As a class 
they are most philanthropic and generous, attending fam¬ 
ily after family with no hope of remuneration. People in 
need do not hesitate to call in the doctor even though they 
know perfectly well they cannot pay him. They hope to 
be able to some day, but in the meantime he must wait. 
They do not stop to consider the medical supplies he must 
keep on hand, the expensive instruments he has to use. 
Where do they expect he gets the money with which to 
buy his supplies. The fact is he as been generous to a 
fault.” 

In this connection, the proposed medical contract, which 
Cardston is trying to realize, offers a solution which might 
appeal to certain districts. It might work out for the 
benefit both of doctors and patients. It undoubtedly is no 
adequate reward to the doctor, but it does give him a 
certain cash security. 

If the Cardston contract is to come into effect, it must 
show 100 signers before March 1, after which the two 
doctors concerned express willingness to commence work 
at once. For the payment of $25 by each signer, he and 
his family secure medical services for a year. There is an 
additional charge of mileage, but the service of Cardston 
hospital will no doubt greatly limit the mileage. The 
medical service includes professional attendance in case 
of illness or injury, surgical operations (except specialist 
service) laboratory examinations, attendance at maternity 
cases including prenatal and postnatal care, periodic 
health examination if required. The doctors however, 
will not be responsible under the contract for any dental 
work; venereal disease, insanity or diseases due to alco¬ 
hol, drugs, or criminal abortion; severe injuries to eye, 
ear, nose or throat; any type of work not coming within 
the duties of a general physician; the furnishing of any 
medicines, drugs, special dressings, etc., except such as 
are usually provided in general practice. 

A clause of the contract is the agreement to pay mile¬ 
age fees as assessed, within 30 days after the bill is ren¬ 
dered. 

At the same time, a dental contract is being promoted 
in Cardston. This is on a-two-year program, the first 
year devoted to getting the teeth of the contractees into 
shape, on a charge 25 and 50 per cent, below regular pri¬ 
ces. The second year’s work will be done free to contrac¬ 
tees, except for the cost of plates, fillings or other mater¬ 
ial. 

Cardston is attempting to handle its community prob¬ 
lems on a community basis without waiting for acts of 
parliament or precedents. 


HORSE SHORTAGE 


Down in Manitoba, it is said that for some years past 
there hav‘e not been eonugh colts reared to keep up the 
horse population. A survey of about 1600 horses along 
the Red River valley showed the average age to be over 
eleven years. 

The rapidly increasing use of tractors and trucks, has 
been reasonable excuse for not keeping up the old cus¬ 
tom* of colt rearing on every farm. The horse require¬ 
ments appeared to be declining every year, and the farm 
world was given over to motor fuels. However the last 
two years have called a serious halt in mechanized farm¬ 
ing. Present conditions make it almost necessary that 
the average farm be self-contained and self-supporting, 
and the horse has returned to something of his former 
greatness. 

Those farms which year by year have been breeding 
and developing a few colts, will probably find a much 
better market for their animals than in some years past. 
Prices may not be much greater, but the requirement is 
more general. It is altogether likely that the present 
trend to horse fanning may continue for some years, 
with a resulting continued demand.

Hon. K. G. Held, provincial treasur¬ 
er of Alberta, commanded the inter¬ 
est of all citizens when he announced 
the tinancial statement of the prov¬ 
ince, and further indicated the meth¬ 
ods by which he proposed to cnar.ge 
a $4,000,000 deficit for the past year 
into a surplus for the current year. 

Income Tax 

U nder the proposed income tax as¬ 
sessment, the government indicates 
exemption of $750 for single men 
and $1500 for married men, the tax 
graduating from one per cent. up. 
fhe tax on corporations is suggested 
at 4 per cent, with an exemption of 
1000 which should bring $62,420. An 
increase in the present, taxation on 
banks is expected to bring $23,000. 
Present contributions from salaries 
amongst civil servants and university 
staff will bring about $200,000. The 
total result from the income taxes is 
expected to yield $1,374,000. 

In connection .with the income tax 
the government proposes to rebate to 
the cities the amount they collected 
now in the form of a service tax. 

Other New Taxes 

Other proposals include, an in¬ 
crease of 10 per cent, op railway mile 
age tax; an increase in taxation of 
trust and loan companies and gas 
companies; reestablishment of the old 
charges in amusement tax, exempting 
of 10 cents and under; an increase 
on gallon tax on beer; re-instatement 
of motor license fees and new truck 
licenses. 

Revenue 

The actual revenue of the province 
was $15,710,962, as follows: Dominion 
of Canada $2,970,479; taxes $4,889,- 
715; licenses $1,948,947; fees_$l,840,- 
833; fines and penalties $368,366; 
profits from trade $1,893,141; refunds 
$559,972; revenue producing assets 
$1,159,006. 

Expenditures 

Actual expenditures of $18,017,643 
were as follows: Debt $6,782,067; ed¬ 
ucation $3,043,713; legislation and 
general $1,769,266; administration of 
justice $1,264,772; agriculture and re¬ 
search $1,221,903; public welfare and 
grants, $3,300,650; highways, bridges 
etc., $1,558,867; fines and refunds to 


In outspoken words, President A. J. 
Macauley' of the Saskatchewan 
branch of L’.F. of C., spoke his mind 
on« the subject of old political parties 
and declared that thei^e. must be a 
new social economic administration, 
before the rights of the people would 
be sufficiently safeguarded. 

What ever differences of opinion 
may be, there is no doubt that some 
of Mr. Cauley’s beliefs are slowly 
taking hold in many minds.. 

"The traditional political parties," 
lie declared, ."were bound, gagged and 
fettered by an alliance with tne pre¬ 
datory and selfish aims of the vested 
financial interest. ^ 

"For this reason, organized farm¬ 
ers, in co-operation with organized 
labor, should be prepared to accept 
the responsibility of setting up a 
’new social economic administration 
in the political. arena,’ composed of 
their own representatives which would 
enact legislation to bring into effect 
a ‘co-operative commonwealth.’ 

“Throughout - past history,’’ said 
Mr. Macauley, “front the days of 
shivery or feudalism to the present 
the capitalist system has been nar¬ 
rowing up in control of labor values 
in every sphere of production until 
at the present time the people are de¬ 
nied the right to the proceeds derived 
from resources of the nation. 

“At the same time the present eco¬ 
nomic order is crumbling and bring¬ 
ing upon our people want and starva¬ 
tion and a dread of riotous outbreaks 
in a land of abundance. The respon¬ 
sibility for such conditions rests up¬ 
on the shoulders of the men who be¬ 
lieve in the perpetuation of this sys¬ 
tem of cruelty.” 

Declaring the elements in control 
of the present capitalist system yrere 
outside parliamentary institutions, 
thef arm president was firm in the 
belief control could be wrested from 
their hands by constitutional political 
action. 

The greatest care should- be exer¬ 
cised in establishing a new social sys¬ 
tem but it could be done without dan¬ 
ger by the election of a strong body 
of independent representatives to Par 
liament and to the legislature, free 
from the financial fetters with which 
the “big interests” held the present 
political parties in servitude.

Arguing in support of a 
encourage and aid the initial produc¬ 
er of wool, Dr. G. D. Stanley, M. P. 
for Calgary, spoke in the House of 
Commons recently. He staid in part: 

“It appears that the imports of 
wool, principally raw wood and the 
wool in the first am} second stages of 
fabrication, are four times as great 
as the production of wool in our 
whole country. At the same time, of 
the wool which is produced in Can¬ 
ada, probably one-third is being ex¬ 
ported to find markets abroad. 

“Another thing that has struck me 
is the well-established fact that Can¬ 
adian wool is the equal of any other 
wool produced and meets all the re¬ 
quirements of the manufacturer in 
the fabrication of his textiles. That 
n itself would seem to indicate that 
there is every reason why the initial 
producers of wool should receive a 
protection sufficient to safeguard 
them against unfair competition from 
abroad. 

“Again, if I have gathered correct¬ 
ly, the manufacturers of the various 
textiles processed past the first or 
second stage have received substan¬ 
tial. increases in the tariff, so much 
so that they have placed themselves 
on a safe basis. Protection has been
